PORTUGUESE NUN KILLED--Vatican City--A Portuguese nun was killed earlier this 
week during a guerrilla attack on a Roman Catholic missionary post inside 
Angola. The news was reported by Vatican radio here. The attack occurred 
Wednesday afternoon “somewhere along the coast between Luanda and Benguela." 
The victim was Sister Celeste Goncalves Abreo (33), a member of the Sisters 
of God's Love (Hermanas del Amor de Dios). An unidentified missionary assis- 
tant was also critically wounded in the attack and the missionary post was 
vandalized. The report alleges that numerous bands of guerrillas are 
operating inside Angola against the Marxist-Leninist government. [Text]

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PRESIDENT BLAMES DEFEATS ON INTER-GUNT DISAGREEMENT

Everybody seems to be sick and tured of the war in Chad. according to 
the Vice-President. Peace would only be achieved, he said recently. by 
negotiating with the anti-government forces of M. Hissen Habré. The 
Vice-President of the Transitional Governmen’ of National Unity 
(GUNT), Colonel Abdelkader Kamouguce, is at odds with his President 
by calling for negotiations with the Forces Armées du Nord (FAN) of 
Hissen Habré. This spist in the government has intensified recently to 
such an extent that the French President's Adviser on African Affairs, 
M. Guy Penne, visited N’djamena to gather intelligence on the situation. 
From Paris he said there appeared to be a major spit within the GUNT. 

M. Penne had two meetings with President Weddeye, where relations 
both within the GUNT and between the Government and the OAU 


The situation has assumed renewed importance im both Paris and 
N"Djamena following,more mulitary successes for the FAN. Last month 
the FAN successfully resisted Government attempts to recapture Oum 
Hadjer, a pmncpie position im the cast. Latterly, the FAN have 
concentrated thei efforts im the north and centre of the country. It was 
reported last week that Habré’s forces were moving south towards 
N"Djamena. “Important” losses on the Government side were noted, as 
was increased tension in the capitzl, some 250 miles south west of the 
fighting. Colone! Kamougue, speaking in the south of the country, even 
quoted Habré as saying he would be in N°"Djamena “within a month™. 
The Colonel said, though this has yet to be confirmed from other 
sources, that Habré’s forces had taken the town of Mao, which ss just 150 
mules north of N"Djamena. The FAN-controiled radio station, which 
broadcasts from Koulbous, on the Chad/Sudan border, clasmed recently 
that “our enemies have suffered defeat after defeat. Within a month, our 
victory will be total. Then Hissen Habré will ask the Presidents of 
Nigerian and Cameroon to facilitate the return of Chadian refugees to 
their homeland. That will be a feast day.” 

Colonel Kamougue's efforts at arranging negotiavons have been 
criticised by the Interior Minister, M. Mahamat Abba Said. He repeated 
the GUNT position at a recent fund-rarsing meeting for the Integrated 
National Army (ANI) in N"Djamena. “We will never agree to negotiate 
with the enemy .. . we wamt peace bul not af any price.” 

M. Said was speaking at a meeting for traders in N"Djamena at which 
funds were requested for equipping the GUNT's armed forces. 

The differences between the Vice-President and the Interior Minister 
go deeper than the sssue of negotiating with Habré; Colonel Kamouguc 
1s the leader of the southern region. and he recently accused Frolsaat (the 
GUNT faction led by President Weddeye) of attempting to forment 
trouble in the south. Both President Weddeye and Hissen Habré are 
from the north. 

On the international front. the Foreign Minister, M. Acyl Ahmat. has 
been pressine for an emergency OAU meeting to discuss the war and

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financing of the Pan-African peace-keeping force. (The peace-keeping 
force 1s due to stay m Chad until June 30, but the Nigerian Senate will 
make a decision mid-June on whether to prolong the force's mandate.) 
An accusation from the FAN that Algeria had supphed arms and over 
1,509 men to the Government forces has been denied in Algiers. The 
only Algerian presence in Chad was a party of 16 officers who were 
obsei..ng the peacekeeping forces, Algiers said. 

President Goukhouni has criticised the role of the OAU peacekeeping 
forces and suggested that they are not impartial. 

in an interview with Afnmgue Asie. a journal known recently for its 
pro-GUNT stance. the President said the peacekeeping force was 
“working in favour of those who want to overthrow the Guat”. 
President Weddeye also criticised Nigeria. Although he conceded the 
country had given maternal and diplomatic help. he said that as a member 
of the Permanent Committee on Chad, Nigeria had taken decisions 
contrary to the wishes of the Chadian people. The President did not 
exclude the possibility of Nigeria bringing economic or other pressure to _ 
bear on his country to force an end to the war. He mentioned rumours 
that Nigeria was about to the border. - 

The President blamed the defeats of his forces on disagreement

UN EMERGENCY AID--The United Nations emergency aid programme to Chad to help 

it recover from its civil war has been put at $7m. after a two-day conference 
here attended by some 40 countries, held recently in Geneva. The UN Disaster 
Relief Organisation (UNDRO), the organisers of the conference, stressed that 
the success of the programme--which covers immediate needs in food, seeds, 
health, education and transport--—depended on the speed with which promised 

aid arrived. So far, it said in a communique, only $2m. in cash had been re- 
ceived. The meeting, attended by the Chadian Reconstruction Minister, M. Tahir 
Suleiman, will be followed by an international conference on Chad in Nairobi in 
June.

UN FUND RAISING DRIVE--The UN has set a $14lm. target for the fund-raising 
drive, and so far some 20 nations have promised to support it. Countries which 
accepted invitations to the conference included the United States, Britain, 
Australia, Belgium, Canada, France, Spain, Kuwait, Nigeria, Morocco and 
Yugoslavia. The UN has earmarked $33 m. for agricultural development, $32.5m 
for transport and development, $23.8 m. for improving water supplies and hous- 
ing and almost $20m. for industrial development, mining and energy. Equatorial 
Guinea, a former Spanish colony which became independent in 1968, is tradi- 
tionally dependent on cocoa exports, which once produced 80 per cent of its 
foreign revenue. But cocoa exports have slumped from 40,000 tonnes in 1969 to 
4,000 tonnes in 1979. The country's other agricultural products include coffee, 
palm oil and tropical fruits. There may also be oil and the government has in- 
vited offers for carrying out petroleum probes inland and offshore. [Text]

ADDIS NOTES SIGNIFICANCE OF CHARTING LONG-TERM PLAN

ADDIS ABABA (ENA) — Com- 
rade Addis Tedia said here yesterday 
that the charting out of a long-term 
plan was both necessary and urgent 
in the light of the prevailing ‘condi- 
tions and the country's future needs. 

Comrade Addis Tedla, PMAC 
Standing Committee member, Deputy 
Chairman of the National Revolu- 
Central Planning Supreme Council 
(NRDC-CPSC) and COPWE Execu- 
tive Committee member, made the 
point in an introductory statement to 
members of task forces entrusted with 
the preparation of the 10-year deve- 
lopment perspective plan. The task 
forces were given on the occasion 


objective and strategy of the plan pre- 
paration. 

Comrade Addis said, the most pres- 
sing problems of the country at pre- 
sent could not be solved through the 
one-year campaign approach. He un- 
derscored the need for preparing the 
10-year perspective plan which, he 
said, would focus on key and basic 
commodities and products as well as 


Comrade Addis said, the NRDC 
CPSC had prepared a preliminary 
draft of the ten-year verspective plan 
in co-operation with ministries cagag- 
ed in development activities, which 
has to be evaluated by the newly set 
up task forces entrusted with plan 


preparation. 

Comrade Addis declared thet the 
plan will provide solutions to the vari- 
ous social and economic problems of 
the country through the judicious 
use of its human and natural resour- 
ces. 

Comrade Addis urged members of 
the task forces to exert maximum ef- 
fort to discharge the responsibility 
vested on them by the Revolutionary 
Government and the broad masses. 

Comrade Hailu Yimenu, Senior 
Minister, ‘Secretary-General of the 
NRDC-CPSC and COPWE Central 
Committee member, on his part pre- 
sented a detailed explanation on the 
overall objective and strategy of the 
10 year perspective plan, future as- 
pects of the country’s economic deve- 
lopment endeavours and on the ap- 
proaches to the preparation of the per- 
spective plan, 


Comrade Hailu reviewed the objectives of the establishment of the NRDC-CPSC, 
efforts made by the Revolutionary Government to enhance economic development 
and the contrast in economic and social conditions in pre-and post-Revolution 
Ethiopia. 


Comrade Hailu further pointed out that despite efforts by the Revolutionary

Comrade Hailu pointed out that the 10 year perspective plan was not an all 
encompassing and rigid plan but one of a guideline. It focuses on certain 
sectors of the economy which are of high priority and is based on the 
economic and social capabilities of the country, Comrade Hailu said, 


The major and specific objectives of the 10 year perspective plan, Comrade 
Hailu pointed out, are raising the standard of living of the broad msses, 
initiating, developing and strengthening light and heavy industry with 
emphasis on construction industry, developing and strengthening a socialist 
mode of production and production relations, upgrading the educational and 
vocational standards of the broad masses, eradicating unemployment, the 
gradual alleviation of the various forms of social problems, and conservation 
and development of the country's natural resources. 


Comrade Hailu stated that areas of priorities within the framework of the 

10 year perspective plan were agriculture, industry, power and energy 

mines, construction, education and manpower training and economic and social 
infrastructure in that order, 


The approach in preparing the plan was based on and aimed at responding to 
the basic ne-ids of the people and on past experiences gained during the 
implementatio of the past phases of the economic development campaign, 
Comrade Hailu said. 


Comrade Hailu further pointed out that the 10 year perspective plan which 
covers the period from 1976 to 1985 E.C. is divided into an initial short 
period two year plan, a medium three year plan and of the last portion of 
five years long-term plan, 


Comrade Addis Tedla and members of the task forces later inspected the new 


building and facilities within the NRDC-CPSC built for use by task force 
members for the plan preparation activities.

SHARP INCREASE IN STUDENT POPULATION IN SCHOOLS NOTED 


Addis Ababa THE ETHIOPIAN HERALD in English 22 Apr 82 p 5

ADDIS ABABA (EH) — The 
number of students in schools through- 
out the capital city has sharply in- 
creased in the post-revolution period, 
which has climbed from «a mere 


175,000 in 1974 to 321,895 st pre. 


sent. 

This was disclosed by Comrade 
Wondimu Dejene, General Manager 
of Addis Ababa Schools’ Office, in 


305,837. 

According to Comrade Wondimu, 
the annual budgetary allocations for 
schools in the capital has equally 
shown a marked increass during the 
same period. In 1974, the Addis 
Ababa Schools’ Office spent a total of 
15,849,965 Birr on teachers’ salaries 
and operating expenses. The total 
budgetary allocation for the current 
academic year amounted to 23,901,843 
Birr, out of which 22,396,048 Birr ac- 
counted for teachers’ salaries and the 
remaining 1,505,795 Birr for opera- 
tional expenses. 


The general manager stated how: 
ever that there was no significant 
change in the number of schools in 
the capital city because priority was 
given to rural areas. He stated that 
two senior secondary schools were re- 
cently constructed under the auspices 
of the Ministry of Education with a 
view to minimizing the chronic short- 
age of classrooms. He said each of 
the two schools is capable of accom- 
modating around 5,000 students op- 
erating in two shifts daily. 

Discussing the classroom shortage 
further, Comrade Wondimu seid at 
present an average of between 60-70 
students are found in each classroom 
in senior secondary schools while that 
of junior secondary schools is around 
50 to 60 students, which is more or 
less matching that. of elementary 
schools. He said es a rule a classroom 
should hold at least 45 to 50 students. 
He said the classroom shortage is the 
result of the rise in the number of 
students, which has led to the intro 
duction of a three-shift system for 
regular high school students. 

Future Plans 

The general manager said future 

plans aim at easing ths classroom 
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that would help create favourable con- 
ditions for the introduction of a two- 


ed in three large senior secondary 
schools located in different parts of 
the city. He said the long-range in- 
tention is to do away with the three- 
shift system eventually. He said this 
year six different sites have been sele- 
ted and set aside for construction of 
senior secondary schools. The selected 
sites are located in higher 6, 7, 10, 
12, 20 and 23. 


At present, there are 66 govern 
ment schools in Addis Ababa, out of 
which 50 represent. elementary and 
Junior secondary schools and the re- 
maining 16 are senior secondary 
schools with grades 9 to 12. The 
number of schools turned te public 
owenrship with grades 1 to 8 stands 
at 124. In addition to this there are 
32 schools that are privately owned 
including chose run by the church, 
missionaries and various international 
communities, The total number of 
teachers assigned to government and 
public schools in the capital is 6,214. 
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A breakdown of the total shows that 
3,674 are attached to government 
schools and 1,656 in public schools. 
The remaining number of teachers 
are serving in church, missionary, 
community and schools run by the 
Prisons Administration. 


Ta respect to students, the break- 
down shows that 196,107 are attend- 


ing government schools and 102,854 
are enrolled in public schools. The 
number of students enrolled in mis- 
sion, church annd internstional com- 
munity schools is 13,175, 4,012 and 
4,087, respectively. 

This year 857,558 textbooks on 
different subjects were distributed 
among students in government schools 
on rental basis to alleviate the short- 
age of books. Comrade Wondimu 
said each student pays a very mini- 
mum service charge of two Birr per 
year, which allows students to get a 
number of textbooks for such a small 
fee. He said one textbook is shared 
between two students now but by next 
year, every ‘student will have one 
book for himself.

July 1973 E.C. to March this year, 
grains and consumer goods valued at 
about 95,360,000 Birr have been dis- 
tributed to residents of Addis Ababa, 
according to Comrade Damte Bere- 
ded, general manager of the Addis 
Corporation. 

He said that compared with the 
total amount of grains distributed last 
year during the same months cited 
above, this year’s distribution hes 
shown an increase of 12 per cent, 
while the consumer goods distributed 
decreased by 12.7 per cent. “The 
gtains distributed this year rose be 
cause the total amount of grains we 
received from the Agricultural Mar- 
keting Corporation has been much as 
compared to che amount we got the 
previous year,” the manager explain- 
ed. Regarding .consumer goods, he 
said, “what we got from the market 
was not as the demand called for.” 
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In the fiscal year of 1973 E.C., 
Comrade Damte noted, the total am- 
eunt of consumer goods distributed 
was valued at about 32,151,000 Birr. 
This year the tetal sum distributed 
has been valued at 43,540,000 Birr, 
thus showing an increase of 30 per 
cent over that of the previous year. 

The types of consumer goods dis- 
tributed in the course of the last two 
years have increased, Comrade Damte 
further stated. The amount of grains 
and consumer goods increased during 
the current fiscal year because, among 
other things, the activities of service 
cooperatives have been improved since 
the third round election of office 
bearers of urban dwellers’ associations.

COUNTRY 'S ANIMAL RESOURCES UNDERUTILIZED, IS CLAIM 
Addis Ababa THE ETHIOPIAN HERALD in English 20 Apr 82 p 2 


(Editorial: "Proper Utilization of Animal Resources"] 
[Text] 


Ethiopia is rich in animal resources that need to be pro- 
periy developed and effectively exploited. Besides live ani- 
mals and meat, hides and skiris are the source of considerable 
foreign exchange earnings. 

Last year the nation made around 94.6 million Birr in 
foreign exchange from the export of hides and skins includ- 
ing semi-processed products representing both kinds. The 
total] revenues secured from this sector of the economy in the 
1980-81 period accounted for about 11.4 per cent of the total 
national earnings from the export market, according to infor- 
mation obtained from the Ministry of Foreign Trade. 

Thus, it is to be noted tha! hides and skins have a promi- 
nent place in the country’s economy, coming next to coffee, 
which is number one cash-eatner. The Animal and Animal 
by-products Market Development Team, an arm of the Animal 
Resources Development Department within the Ministry of 
Agriculture, is entrusted with the important task of improving 
and developing this key sector. For the time being, the team 
is actively engaged in gatherirg information on the livestock 
market in different parts of the country in order to identify 
potential animal trading areas, which would form the basis 
for measures to be taken in tho future. 
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Once sound and reliable information is acquired, the 
team would use the same to estahlish facilities that would help 
raise the quality and quantity of animals and their final pro- 
ducts throughout the country, which is indeed a long-term tar- 
get. This is a very essential step, since‘at present peasants are 
not maxing a satisfactory return from the sale of animals be- 
cause they lose something like 3C per cent in weight as well 


as in quality by the time they reach the market place after 
trekking over long distances. 


In order to help peasants get competitive prices for their 
produce, the team is teaching ‘hem the application of better 
methods in the handling of animals and their by-products. 
The team is doing this in the most practical way through the 
establishment of staging points or animal resting places that 
will eventually enable peasarits do the same in their respec- 
tive areas. The staging points. ‘which the team is setting up in 
selected sites will have resting places as well as watering and 
feeding facilities for animals. The creation of such staging 
points is aimed at connecting animal producing areas with 
consumer centres and meat processing plants located in dif- 
ferent parts of the country. 


As stressed time and again, Ethiopia has immense lives- 
tock potential, of which hides and skins are important by-, 
products, which need to be exploited effectively. In view of 
their significant contribution to ‘he national economy, the team 
is equally urged to bring about noticeable change in this par- 
ticular sphere. Those engaged in the production of hides and. 
skins should have proper facilities, such as sheds, frames, ' 
salting tables and stores so that they will be able to get « 
standard product in the end. 


Some peasants’ service cooperatives have already 
adopted the new ideas and are doing fine. But the practice 


has to be extended to service co-operatives in different parts 
of Ethiopia in order to attain ti.e desired target. The team is 
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just doing this and encouraging cooperatives everywhere to 
take advantage of the teaching and advice placed at their 


disposal in the application of proper techniques in the hand- 
ling of hides and skins. 


An intensive campaigning must be conducted in future, 
especially in the rural areas. where large quantities of hides 
and skins are wasted due to improper handling or becau:e 
they are put to domestic use. This practice should be haltsd 
and public and mass organizctions should co-operate with 
pertinent cuthorities in convincing peasants to bring these by- 
products to the market place. It is to be noted that the nation 
would draw considerable foreign exchange earnings from 
the sale of hides and skins provided all that is produced in 
the country finds its way to the market.

He blames White depar- 
tures on political and 
economic uncertainty. 

Recently. the Minister”

Nama farmers in southern 
SWA where continuing 
drought has reached dis-_ 
astrous proportions. 

“This set-back to the 
economy can iead to 
depopulation of the south 
unless the State  in- 
tervenes,” said Mr H J von 
Hase, a member of the 
Ministers’ Council. 

The scheme has been 
designed principally to 
save livestock, said Mr 
Jannie de Wet, a member 
of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Administration 
for Whites.

“We have been asked by 
the South African Meat 
Board to cut back on im-

Fears that the drought 
will interrupt supplies to 
meat-processing factories 
have caused local firms to 
be granted permission by 
the SWA Meat Board to 
import beef carcasses from 
overseas, mainly from 
Ireland.

In the last session of the 
SWA National Assembly 
members of the majority 
party in the House — the 
DTA — severely criticised 
expenditure by ethnic ad- 
munistrations. 

The institution of ethnic 
government, ironically, has 
been a mainstay of DTA 
policy. 
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There are 10 ethnic 
authorities in SWA — the 
Territory’s first inhabi- 
tants, the Bushmen, have 
opted for direct administra- 
ton by the Central 
Government — in addition 
to the Ministers’ Council, 
the Administrator-General, 
and serveral Government 
departments ruled from 
South Africa, as well as 
some political parties. 

AWESOME 

The intricate interim 
government system has 
caused seasoned political 
commentators to observe 
that SWA’s | 035 million 
people must be the most 
awesomely governed sub- 
jects in the world. 

Some of the Territory's 
political parties exist little 
more than in name only, 
but they are accorded 
equal status with other par- 
lies in negotiations with 
representatives of the 
Western Contact Group 
concerned with the Ter- 
ntory’s future. 

“A one-party state is un- 
democratic but a multitude 
of parties is chaotic,” said 
a West German Opposi- 
tion politician, Mr Franz 
Josef Strauss, who visited 
SWA last week. 

Economic circumstances 
in the Territory are ruled 
by extraneous influences 
and there is unlikely to be 
revival over the next 12 
months in the largest single 
industnal sector — mining, 
says Mr Craig Gibson, 
outgoing President of the 
SWA Chamber of Mines. 

High levels of inflation 
and low economic growth, 
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combined with cuts in ex- 
penditure imposed by 
governments throughout the 
world, have caused a drop 
in demand for mining 
products, he said. 

Mining accounts for 50 
percent of the gross 
national product and SWA 
is often decribed as 
“mineral rich™. 


WEAKENING 

Mr Gibson reports on 
the Territory's mineral 
prospects: copper prices 
are continuing to weaken 
and last year dropped 8 
percent below 1980 prices. 
There is no indication of 
significant improvement 
this year. 

Lead sold at 6,8 percent 
lower in 1981 than in 
1980, which in turn was 30 
percent down onthe 
previous year. There is no 
sign of improvement in 
1982. 

Zinc has gone against 
the trend and the average 
price rose 29,4 percent 
above 1980 prices. The 
metal is dependent on car 
manufacturing and the 
construction industry and 
it is anticipated that ihe 
price of zinc will drop this 
year. 

Silver achieved record 
levels in 1980, but last year 
the price dropped 40 per- 
cent. 

Tin declined 2,8 percent 
last year, but the market 
has been sustained by sup- 
port buying which is un- 
likely to continue  in- 


mand in 1981, due to the 
reduced purchases of 
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stones in diamond-cutting 
centres. Sales of lower- 
value categories were 
satisfactory, but the 
market for more expensive 
diamonds remained 


depressed. 

The De Beers Group 
reduced production to an 
extent. At Oranjemund, 
CDM closed one of its four 
conglomerate treatment 
plants in mid-1981 and 
ceased mining operations 
in an adjacent area. There 
was also a temporary cur- 
tailment of tonnages of ore 
mined. Market . problems. 
are unlikely to ease this 
year. 

Uranium depends entire- 
ly on the use of electricity. 
Lower growth in electricity 
consumption in some 
countries has slowed de- 
mand for uranium oxide. 
Strengtening of the market 
depends on increased inter- 
national economic activity. 
It is expected that current 
low prices will persist 
through 1982. 

“The mining industry 
contributes about 50 per- 
cent to the gross national 
product and it is clear that 
if the industry suffers a set- 
back, the impact will be felt 
in other areas of the 
economy.” Mr Gibson 
says. 

“I may have painted a 
rather gloomy picture of 
the economy in the short 
term, but I believe there is 
considerable underlying 
economic strength and 
potential in the economy.” 

Mr Gibson said if con- 
stitutional problems were 
reconciled and if a skilled 
well-trained working force 
could be established, SWA 
would be able to realise its 
economic potential. —

[Text ] ALTHOUGH the long-standing wrang- 


lings between Governor Adekunle Ajasin 
and his deputy, Akin Omobonowo, which 
eventually divided the UPN in the state 
into factions, have been amicably settied 
by Chief Awolowo, the Ekitis seem to have 
unanimously decided to back the deputy 
governor for the gubernatorial race in next 
year’s elections. 

Governor Ajasin called off his bluff and 
agreed upon an amicable settlement after 
realising that a new wave of political 

from the Ekitis in the execu- 
tive and the legislature might be about to 
sweep him out of office. Legislators had 
already moved to table a motion calling for 
the governor's removal when a member of 
the House from Owo — home town of the 
governor — pledged Chief Awolowo's 
intervention before “the impeachment 
process gets out of hand”. 

Normally. any meaningful discussion on 
the current political situation in Ondo 
State must take cognisance of the Ekitus as 
the majority group and the non-Ekitis as 
the minority because, according to the 
1963 census figures, the Ekitis form about 
52 per cent of the state's population. 
During the 1979 Convention of the UPN. 
Chief Awolowo had favoured Chief Ajasin 
to be the governor of the state. against the 
expectation of the Ekitis who had carher 
met the UPN leader at his Ikenne resi- 
dence to explain why the Ekitis wanted the 
governorship. But Chief Awolowo insisted 
that Chief Ajasin’s political expenence was 
a force to reckon with “in the political 
history of the Yorubas” compared with 
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anybody else that was likely to emerge 
from the party in the state as at that time. 
The Ekitis then agreed to settle for the 
deputy governorship, and of course. the 
majority in the state legislature and in the 
executive. 

Considering Governor Ajasin’s age — 
he is the oldest governor in Nigeria today 
— who might not have had an interest in 
lobbying for a second term of office. the 
Ekitis decided to co-operate with him 
believing that the 1983 governorship would 
be an Ekiti affair. 

The governor soon proved the Ekitis 
day-dream was wrong. when he initiated 
the establishment of the Obafemi Awolo- 
wo University in Akure, which some poli- 
tical observers described as “Governor 
Ajasin’s bribe to the UPN leader, for an 
automatic nomination for a second term of 
Office in 1983”. Chief Ajasin’s open dec- 
laration to seek the party’s nomination 
again brought about the conflict between 
the governor and his deputy which esca- 
lated to the legislature and the executive. 

Senators Banji Akintoye and Ayo 
Fasanmi, who are both Ekitis. had earlier 
signified their intentions to vie openly for 
the governorship race of the state, regard- 
less of whether or not Chief Omoboriowo, 
another Ekiti, ran or not. In the wake of 
this argument, however, Chief Ajasin is 
drawing his supporters mainly from Ekiti 
since the Idanres, Ondos and the Okitipu- 
pas have accused him of neglect as far as 
distribution of amenities are concerned. 

As a result of a new strategic approach 
to the 1983 race the deputy governor, Akin 








Omobonowo, who 1s felt to have an edge 
over Governor Ajasin is reported to be 
contemplating on picking Mr. Ebun 
Ogunyimika, an Idanre and a loyalist to 
the deputy governor, as his running mate. 
In fact the Ekiti/Idanre connection could 
do it all if it is the Omoboriowo/Ogunyimi- 
ka pair. 

Governor Ajasin is said to be having his 
eyes on an Ekiti don as his running mate 
which may not yield any good result 
because the Ekitis are unanimous when it 
comes to their indigene fighting to become 
the number one man in the state. 

The UPN might not be so confident of 
winning Ondo State for a second time had 
it not been for the continuing effect of the 
crises that rocked the NPN when that party 
was launched in the state in 1978. 

The UPN. through the good offices of 
Professor Aluko, had made considerable 
efforts to repair the breach between its 
leader, Chief Obafemi Awolowo and Chief 
Akin-Deko, a nft dating back to the old 
Action Group days. These attempts even- 
tually failed, it is said, because Chief 
Awolowo wanted the reconciliation to be 
effected and announced at a meeting in 
Ikenne. while Chef Akin-Deko felt that 
such a matter would be better conducted at 
some spot of neutral significance for both 
of them. As a result of this failure to bring 
the two men together. Chief Akin-Deko 
declared himself for the NPN. 

This could have been a matter of much 
concern for the UPN. since Chief Akin- 
Deko had considerable standing in the 
state but internal differences in the young 
NPN organisation in the state posed the 

tial pressure on the UPN. Major- 
General Adeyinka Adebayo (retired) fresh 
from mulitary politics. manoeuvred the 
NPN strategy and ousted Chief Akin-Deko 
as leader of the NPN in the state through 
his Ekiti connection by summoning dele- 
gates of the party to Ekiti where he 
handpicked Chief Ogunlade as the guber- 
natonal candidate of the party. without 
allowing delegates to cast their votes 
democratically. 

This writer attended the Convention and 
witnessed delegates from Okitipupa. 
Ondo, Idanre. lic-Oluji and Owo walking 
out in protest over the party's gubernatorial 
candidate being picked without election. 
This eventually marked the breaking up of 
the party into twu factions — the Akin- 
Deko faction and the Adebayo faction. 

The NPN factions, which have since 
come together again. would like to see 
Chief Ajasin renominated as the UPN 
gubernatonal candidate in the forthcoming 
elections believing that the situation would 


be similar to that which exists in Kaduna 
State, with the NPN winning the gov- 
ernorship and the UPN winning control of 
the state assembly. 

On the NPN platform comes Chief Afe 
Babalola from Ekiti. a successful lawyer 
who is as popular as any aspiring guber- 
natonal candidate from Ekiti. Other NPN 
gubernatorial candidates who have de- 
clared their intentions to vie for the party's 
nomination are Dr. Gbenga Alabi. also 
from Ekiti, and Major-General Olu Ba- 

jowa (retired) from Okitipupa, who re- 
cently declared for the NPN. The Akure 
wing Pary ts also proposing to field 
the legal adviser of the party in the state. 
Prince Jaiyeola Faloye. whose declaration 
to enter the governorship race won the 
support of some Akures who had recently 
decamped to the NPN. 

Prince Faloye has some other advan- 
tages in that he is married to an Ekiti. went 
to school in Ekiti and makes himself 
available to all Akure people when it 
comes to ceremonial spending. Since the

He said the »° crop 
authorities would collect 
crops from secondary societies 
at the regional or district 
levels, which would buy them 
from the primary societies. 
Under the proposed set- 
up, villages would form the 
primary societies. 

Ndugu Msuya said that 
agricultural extension services 
provided by crop authorities 
would be shifted ‘to the 
Ministry of Agriculture which 
would operate such services 
through regional authorities. 


Extension officers employed 
by crop avthorities would be 
pooled tcgether under the 
Ministry and they would be 
posted according to their 
qualifications, he explained. 

The Prime Minister said 
the activities of crop 
authorities would be restruc- 
tured, adding that the details 
were being worked out by the 
Government. 

He said a thorough cam- 
paign would be conducted to 
educate the people on the new 
set-up of the Co-operative 
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' Operatives 


Movement and to encourage 
them tuo form primary 
societies. 

“I hope that you will study 
and debate the _ Bills 
thoroughly to be conversant 
with the provisions so that 
you would take part in the 
mobilisation campaign”, he 


told the MPs. 


He said the new co- 
operatives would be produc- 
tionriented and that they 
would not concentrate their 
activities in marketing alone.

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CITIZENS ADVISED TO PROTECT LAND FROM DRYING UP

[Text] The Arusha Plan tells us that the land is one of the four things that 
we must have in order to be able to progress. And truly, there is no one 
who is able to progress on earth without land. 


Tanzanians, we are lucky because we have not been poor in land up to now. 

We have sufficient land to satisfy the requirements of our needs, for example, 
farming, the building of housing, and the building of places for working, 

such as factories, and other needs. 


This land must be used well so that it will continue to be of good use to us 
now and to our descendants. As bad luch would have it, there is a large 
complication in the use of this land, for some areas of our country have 
already begun to be confronted with problems with land suitable for 
cultivation. 


In Arusha, the Committee for Provincial Development has finished setting up 

an important group in the Office of Provincial Agriculture to help fight the 
destruction of the land which is found in that province. It is known that 
erosion has destroyed a large area of land planted in corn and wheat in Karatu 
and Mbulu, in Mbulu District. Other provinces are being confronted by 

similar problems. 


The reasons for the destruction of our land in various areas are the bad use 
of land and the circumention of land-preservation regulations. In another 
place, our practices which are designed to bring us profit are the causes of 
the destruction of the land because the neede scientific information is not 
used. 


One example is the practice of agriculture. For the land to continue to be 
usable for farming, its moisture content must be maintained. One of the large 
means of maintaining moisture .n the land is to use manure and the rules of 
good farming. 

















But as farmers hurry to follow the advice about using manure in cultivation, 
in other places the people do not follow this advice. Just the day before 
yesterday, when President Nyerere was in the village of Songambele, Mpwapwa 
District, Dodoma Province, he was told how many farmers cultivate corn 
without using manure. 


Another example is the placing of very many herds in certain areas. These 
herds finish off the vegetation, causing the land to lose its moisture. 


The cutting of trees without a plan is another cause of destruction of the 
land. In an area without trees, rain is lost, and the result is the drying 
up of the land so that it is not suitable for cultivation. 


Tanzanians, we must remember that, by nature, the land must have moisture 
daily as people must have a place to cultivate in order to live. 


Citizens in the villages must join with the educated and the political groups 
to ensure that all their practices, along with those of farming and herding, 
are carried out with wisdom without destroying the land. This is not a matter 
to be taken lightly, because the health of our nation absolutely depends on 
the quality of the land. 
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POST, TELECOMMUNICATIONS AGENCY NEEDS TO IMPROVE SERVICE

[Text] As a result of the many bills the Post and Telecommunications Agency 
charges the (badhi) of its customers, the government has ordered the agency 
to take steps to cut the service of customers who have outstanding bills if 
they have not paid them by the 30th of next month. 


Minister of Communications and Transport John Malecela said the day before 
yesterday in Dar es Salaam that the government had ordered that steps be 
taken to cut the service of those with outstanding bills, after it discovered 
that the agency had billed its customers a total of 145 million shillings. 


The surprise of the governmtnt, the size of the debt, and the order that 
sufficient steps are to be taken so that the Post and Telecommunications 
Agency will get the money it is owed have been announced. The agency does 
not sive its service for nothing. When people receive service, they must pay 
so that the agency can carry on its business. 


There is the matter of paying the various workers of the agency who give 
service to the customers, and there is the matter of buying supplies and 
othe: expenses. 


And it is a good thing that the government has given the customers a period of 
time to pay what is called outstanding bills before steps are taken to cut 
service. We say this because we doubt that every one of those outstanding 
bills is valid. 


We have evidence that one customer was sent a bill showing he owed more than 
10,000 shillings for just one phone call, but after he complained and 
criticized, it was discovered that his real bill wasn't even 200 shillings. 
thers are being sent bills for time periods when calls haven't even been made. 


The cirector of the Post and Telecommunications Agency has said that mistakes 
like this are made by "the computer." The big thing here is that mistakes are 
made which charge more than the correct amount; and there are other times 
when these mistakes are below what the charges should be. In a situation ? ike 
this, it could be that the sum of 145 million shillings does not explain the 
exact debt situation of the agency. 
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Mr Maeda has advised customers who discover that they have been sent incorrect 
bills to visit the offices of the agency to get a correction made. This is 
good advice, but it would be better if the agency would take steps to avoid 
mistakes like this, which these days seem to be on the increase. 


The Post and Telecommunications Agency must make an effort to improve its 
service. Even if all the debts are paid--as long as the agency allows the 
situation to exist wherein a telegram can sti for more than 6 months without 
being sent, even after being reported many times by the customer--the agency 
must fail to make a profit. 


As the Post and Telecommunications Agency must be paid for service rendered 
to its customers, so the agency has the duty to assure good service to the 
customers without giving them annoying excuses.
